Murder and Suicide in the 
California State Prison. 


(San Francisco Post, Feb. 13th.) : 
About noon yesterday a shocking 
tragedy occurred in the tailor shop at 
San Quentin. The prisoners at the 
time were just «about forming in line 
to march to the dining room when 
John Whitmore, a life timer, suddenly 
seized a talor’s “goose,” a heavy 
smoothing iron used for the ;urpose 
of y seams in clothing, and 
dealt Henry Diedrich, alias Varney, a 
fellow prisoner, also employed in the 
workshop, a powerful blow on the 
forehead, knocking Varney to the 
ground and crushing the skull. The 
assault was so sudden and unexpected 
that none of the prisoners it-the room 
had time to interfere. As soon as 
Varney fell to the floor Whitmore 
flung the heavy mags of iron at him, 
him on the top of the head 
and ucing another dangerous 
wound. While the horrified prisoners 
were ing at the bloody scene in 
astonishment, Whitmore 
ran to the other extremity of the 
room, away from his fellow convicts, 
drew a small but exceedingly sharp 
penknife, and cut a gash in his throat, 
astenton , simort rom. ear to ear. 
Phe jugular vein and windpipe were 
both severed by the knife, and life 
was extinct in something like a single 
minute. Captain McAllister was in- 
formed of the occurrence, and had the 
body of the suicide removed and Var- 
ney placed in the prison hospital. 
Varney and,.Whitmore had known 
each other since the latter’s incarcera- 
tion in, April, 1875, and. were the best 
of friends. No words had passed be- 
tween them “prior to the assault, and 
forthis reason the act is regarded as

That if any change be made in the 
present Board of Prison Commission- 
ers, it be the addition ‘of one Demo- 
crat and one Republican te act with 
said Board. 

Resolved, That the foregoing reso- 
lutions be published and that a copy 
thereof be sent to our Senators and 
Representatives in the Legislature. 

For stupid and partisan resolutions, 
the above would take the premium be- 
fore any committee of awards. We 
do not know their author or authors 
and have no personal feeling in this 
matter. But wedo object to a few 
men misrepresenting any party or 
making a stupid attempt to defeat 
the bill providing for the State Prison 
appropriation. : 

The first resolution endeavors by 
specious sophistry to ignore the fact 
that the Board of State Prison Com- 
missioners and the State Prison Build- 
ing Committee are two separate bodies. 
We also deny that our representatives 
in the Legislature make, or attempt 
to make, the appropriation a “partisan 
question.” . Further, it is not known 
how all the Republican members of 
the Legislature stand on the Prison 
question. The question is not a polit- 
ical one, nor can a few. sore heads un- 
der Democratic cover make it so. We 
cannot see the sense in this egregious 
attempt to drag politics into a matter 
in which it in no sense belongs; nor 
do we perceive the policy of the un- 
just attack upon our representatives 
while they are honestly and persist- 
ently endeavoring to benefit the State 
and our county. It requires a little 
more charity than the man of a sec- 
ond thought possesses to avoid 
presuming that. a sinister or sel- 
fish motive, aspen-like, lies super- 
ficially concealed in the above 
resolutions.
